A day of excitement, big doing.- and 
fun f° r everyone will be provided un- 
der the direction of the Narberth Boy 
Seout Troop. Outdoor dinning, a bra.ss 
band, and fireworks are among the 
fiatuns slated for Tuesday's doings 
The plans, which are now under way, 
give prospect of a big day in .-lore 
In the morning, the baseball game "ill 
be held at Narberth. The opponents 
at this time will he Berwyn. In the 
afternoon our team journey.- to Wayne, 
to try its luck at that point. A brass 
band has been secured by those in 
charge of the celebration in the after- 
noon. The affair will !>.■ held mi the 
south side, with the scout headquarters 
al Essex and Elm wood avenues as a 
center. 

It is planned to secure permission to 
have neighboring streets clos. d off dur- 
ing the time of the event-.
